A MONSTER MACHINE. 


Now on Its Way From Hamilton, 
O., to Mare Island.

was at 10:30 o’ciock yesterday morn- 
ing, when they were asked if they had

| agreed upon a verdict. An expression | the 


of long suffering passed over the coun- 
tenance of Foreman Earl when he an- 
swered in the negative. He stated 
that one of the jurors, G. V. D. Brand, 
refused te vote because it was Sunday. 

The juror voted Saturday night before 
12 o’clock, but when the midnight hour 
had tolled, declared that he would not 
profane the day by acting in his capac- 
ity asa juror. During yesterday morn- 
ing, until called in by the Ccurt, the 
juror continued to-desist from acting in 
that capacity. Whenever the subject of 
the case was brought up he opened his 
Bible, and perused it, together with 
pamphlets of the Holiness faith, he be- 
ing a member of a Pomona band. Not 
daunted by the impatience manifested 
by the jurors, he read aloud to himself, 

and at one time endeavored to hold a 
service and preach to them. This, 
however, the jurors would not submit 
to, and relegated the Holiness brother 
to his own corner, where he continuea 
his devotions to suit himself. 

Judge Shaw, when informed of the 
stubborn faith of Juror Brand, said 
that he of course could not force the 
sg to act contrary to his conscience. 

e suggested to him, however, that 
inasmuch as it was a matter of neces- 
sity, he thought he stickled somewhat 
close to obstinacy. It is said in the 
scriptures that works of necessity are 
sanctioned, and the laws of the United 
States and of the State make this a 
matter of that kind. He then sent the 
jury back to consider the matter, 
they not having announced the manner 
in which they had divided. 

AT 2 O'CLOCK

It was learned after the jury was 
discharged that upon one proposition 
the jury was harmonious; that the de- 
fendant lied when he said the affair 
with Justice Savage was about a sub- 
scription of stock to the ‘Tribune. 
They divided upon the instructions of 
the Judge as to the nature of the 
threats by which Mr. Savage was in- 
duced to pay Boyce $50. According to 
the instructions, the jury was directed 
to acquit the defendant, if they found 
from the evidence that he secured the 
money by promising to have some one 
else suppress the defamatory article in 
some other paper. Some of the jurors, 
in face of the instructions, although 
they believed the statements made by 
Justice Savage, and disbelieved the 
flimsy stock explanation by the de- 
fendant, did not feel that they could 
return a verdict of a: 

It was also learned that the jury was 
very much broken up over the Holi- 
ness brother, and had many warm 
discussions with him. 

VERY CLOSE. 

At one time they came within three 
votes of convicting the defendant of 
the crime as charged, nine jurors re- 
cording their. belief that he black-

_A writer in The Household says that 
a mixture of plaster of paris and flour, 
left lying around near the haunts of 
rats, is recommended as a means of 
thinning them out. The plaster is 
supposed to become impacted in the 


stomachs of the rodents and cause 


death. The mixture must be kept be- 
pend the reach of fowls, or they will 
likély to share the fate of. the rats. 

But we can tell them of a better 
method than that. A cheap and very 
effective way to get rid of rats and 
mice is to put alittle chloride of lime 
around their holes. Twenty-five cents’ 
worth will clear out a whole colony. 
Nothing will eat it, and hence there is 
no danger of poisoning anything. Be- 
sides it is a disinfectant, and rats and 
mice leave as soon as they smell it. It 
burns their feet and they shun it. 

An authority in Harper’s Bazar 
says: Directions for curing corns 
usually begin with soaking the feet in 
warm water, and this is an excellent 
remedy, especially if a teaspoonful of 
borax be dissolved in the water. A 
kettle of hot water should be at hand

of cranberries, will require a generous 
coffeecupful of sugar.

) enough boiling water to nearly 
cover your pie. Cover closely and boil 
gently, but steadily, for 20 minutes. 
Break the crust in two or three places 
with a silver fork to make sure it is 

Do not lift from the ket- 
tle, but turn or slide it out into a deep 
dish or on a large platter. Serve hot 
or cold with cream and sugar.

mportant element in fixing transportation 
charges, and is entitled to fair considera- 
tion, but is not alone controlling, and the 
value of the service to the property carried 
is an essential factor to” be recognized in 
connection with other considerations. Public 
interests are not to be subordinated to 
those of carriers, and require proper regard 
for the value of the service in the appor- 
tionment of all charges upon traffic. A 
difference in rates upon carioads and less 
than carloads of the same merchandise, be- 
tween the same points of carriage, so wide 
as to be destructive to competition between 
large and small dealers, especially upon 
articles of general and necessary use, and 
which, under the existing conditions of 
trade, furnish a large volume of business to 
carriers, is unjust and violates the provis- 
ions and principles of the act.

POULTRY. 
Incubator-hatched chicks do not re- 
quire food until 24 hours after they are 
hatched. Keep them in a comfortably 
warm brooder away from light or 
drafts. 

The instinct of the hen to set, espe- 
cially of the Asiatic breeds, needs 
some curbing, even for success in incu- 
bation. If the hen does not get off at 
all toeat for several days, the eggs be- 
come addled from too much warmth 
and exclusion from the air. Wetting
